as is'ieen m the Table, which every one who nnderftands but 
the common Rale of Three direA, may dearly fee the Reafon 
ef, the Prices of Silver in England at the Head of the Colamns, 
' litre fnppofed to be the Average Values for a confiderable Spaco 
of Time, andnOt tvtTy fudden Start of the Price of Silver. The 
Table may be made more general in its Ufe, if the average 
Price of Silver ihonld, in Procefs of Time, exceed what is put 
at the H^ad of the Table ; for if the Numbers in the Body of 
the Tabicbe read collaterally from the Left-hand to the Right, 
the Difference among the Pars are nearly eqaal ; fo that for 
every Halfpenny average Vaiiation, ir is bat fubftra£(ing fb 
many Times that Difference from the Figures in the laff Co^ 
lamn, and the new Par of Estchange is obtained.
